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The following is the report of your Committee, of the schools 
taught in town during the past year. 

The yearly transfer of the office, renders a comparison with 
former years impossible so I must be content to glance at the 
closing year. 

In doing this, a brief notice will be given of each school in order. 

No. 1. (‘Batuocu’s.”) Summer.—Miss Mary EH. Laws taught, 
with very good success. Energy and life, as well as order, were 
characteristics of the teacher, and somewhat of the school. 

Winter Term.—Commenced by Miss Errie R, Brat, and ap- 
peared to be doing well for a time, but, for some reason, things took 
an unfavorable turn and she left. 

Subsequently Grorce L. Demine was engaged to finish it. All . 
seem sto be going well, but the school has not closed. 

No. 2. (‘‘ABovE THE Brip@eg.’’) Summer.—Miss Mary A. Cort, 
Every thing went on quietly, and general satisfaction was given. 

Winter.— Miss Hartig J. Hinpreru. The term commenced in 
the new house, which does credit to the district, and will have 
attractions for the scholars. 

The school is succeeding beyond my expectation. 

No. 3. (‘SrepHen A. TRacy’s.”) Summer and Winter.—Taught 
by the same, Mrs. Susan M. THRrasHER, with marked success. 


No. 4. (‘Drneueton.”) Miss Chara EK, Densmore, taught the 
Summer and Fall term. A pleasant, and successful school, with 
the kindest feelings between teacher and pupils. 


, 
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No. 5. (‘‘Capr. Seta Jouyson’s.”) Summer.—Miss Lizzre S. 
Baucu. If failed to be in the school during this term, though I 
went twice for that purpose. Once she was absent. Closed at 
last without notifying me. It was very favorably reported to me. 

Winter.—R. M. CRAMER, unacquainted with our common schools. 
He had a way of his own, and in many respects, quite in contrast 
with our general style of teaching, and management; yet quite 
successful in waking up their latent energies, and bringing them 
into action to a good purpose. 

No. 6. (‘THE Fuat.”) Summer and Winter.—By Miss Marion 
West@aTE. A large school (49 scholars) and a fine model for a 
district school—though the house is not. The scholars have made 
fine improvement, and, though mostly young, have gained a fine 
standing for order and attainments. 

I think the district would do well to settle the teacher—but not 
allow her to settle. 

No. 7. (‘Center.”) Summer.—Miss Marrea J. Bartietrt The 
school was too small ta be profitable, but the teacher appeared to 
be anxious to have them learn, and if they were dispose, could 
bave had a profitable term. 

Winter.—Cuas. D. Nevens. The school appeared well, and was 
evidently a success. 

No. 8. (‘‘Gowarp.”) Summer.—Miss Mary A. FREEMAN. 
Well known and approved as a teacher. The school was all that 
could reasonably be expected, for order, and advancement in the 
various studies pursued. 

_Winter.—Gro. L. Demine. During this term the sclool sus- 
‘tained its former reputation without discount, which is, perhaps, 
all that need be said in its praise, or that of the teacher, 
No.9. (‘'Town Hovuss.”) Summer, or rather Fall.—Muiss Eva 

M. Gace. The teacher could have taught the school, if learning 
had been the object, but some scholars, old enough to realize the 
need of an education, did not think their school time of much 
account excepting fora high time, in alow way. So,as the teacher 
was'averse to quarrelling, she left, after a little over four weeks. 

Winter._-Miss Epna J. Pope. Under this teacher, the school 
succeeded better. But evidently needs the discipline of a judicious 
man, or an extraodinary woman to bring it to wholesome order ; 
and turn, and keep the energies of some of the pupils in the 
proper channel,

No. 10. (‘‘EpmrnstEer.”) Summer and Fall.—Miss 8. A. 
Bryant. Both terms of this school were a success. The perfect 
understanding, and sympathy between teachers and scholars, with 
the order, quietude, and interest of the school Seay, speak 
the praise of both. 

An experienced teacher, and has evidently improved with age. 
But the school-house has not. 


No. 11. (‘Crry.”) Summer.—Mriss Frank M. Battey. General 
satisfaction was manifest through the term. Has taught the school 
one term bfeore—so the Committee knew whom he was hiring when 
she was engaged for the Summer term. 

Winter.—Miss Hannad T. Demrnce. The winter school is not 
considered the easiest to manage, but the teacher succeeded, very 
quietly, in maintaining very good order, and awakening quite an 
interest in study, so the term was a very successful one, and speaks 
well for the teacher. The little ones were uncommonly attached 
to her, and were wonderfully engaged in their studies. 


No.12. (‘ PoppysqausH.”) Miss Eva 8. Lamson. Two terms ; 
a short school, and not enough scholars to make it interesting 
for the teacher, or raise much ambition in the Pacer yet good 
satisfaction was given. 


No. 13. (‘| N. A. Demrye’s.”) Summer.—Miss Evien J. BAL- 
Loco. The teacher’s health was poor. Hopes were entertained 
that she might go through the term, but at the end of six weeks 
she was obliged to leave, which was a great disappointment to 
the school, as she was evidently a superior teacher. 


Winter.—Herrsert Deminc. The teacher had the good will of 
the school, and all parties appeared well satisfied. The teacher 
bids fair to succeed in this calling beyond the average. 

The school is respectable for numbers. Some improvement in 
the house—a new one if prefered, would be for their benefit. 


No. 14. (‘‘Hempyarp.”) No School. 


No. 15. (‘*M. Root.) Miss SAnAn H. MitcHetu. Five weeks 
was all the schooling this district had at home—so they must go to 
other districts or go without much schooling. The number of 
scholars—ten—ought to have better privileges. 


No. 16. (‘Texas.”) Summer and Fall.—Miss Kare Comines. 
I have visited this school twice. And Miss C. appears to be the 
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right one for the place; and her school would compare favor- 
ably with the majority of the schools in town. | 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


No. 2 has a new, tasteful, and convenient house which does 
honor to the district. Some need new houses, others repairs, but I 
suppose the districts understand where they are. Some houses 
need better boards &c. for scholars. 

Let every house be made as attractive and convenient as 
practicable. 


TEACHERS. 


Though varying in qualifications, and methods, have in the 
main, done honor to themselves, and good service to the schools 
Generally, order has been kept, without corporal punishment, 
which shows the skill of the teachers, and the regard shown them 
by the scholars. 


STUDIES AND TEXT BOOKS. 


The various branches have been taught with marked success, 
considering the number and variety of text books. A change is 
needed in the character, at least the date of many of the text 
books, and they should be reduced to the lowest possible number, 

Let there be a uniformity. 

Generally the writing shows well, and the books have been 
finely kept. 

Your Committee, in submitting his report, would express his 
thanks for the deference shown him by teachers, scholars and par- 
ents. And must say his relations to the schools have been more 
pleasing than could have been anticipated, if they have been as prof- 
itable as they have been agreeable to him, he will be well satisfied
